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‘Haven from War’ 


Life in England during the war was bleak, many 
families were separated and ours was no exception. 
Father, was overseas and mother thought London was 
too precarious a spot for me. Therefore, at the age 
of nine years, I found myself at "Cromwell House," 
a boarding school on the coast, for boys under eight 
and girls under fifteen. The time I remained there 
was quite unforgettable as I think of it now. Memories 
come crowding back to me of cod-liver oil, midnight 
feasts, and ballet lessons. 


The mornings always began with assembly and ended with "sums." Adding and subtracting 
were torture as far as I was concerned, and so I never liked the mornings. Afternoons consisted of 
"games" (swimming, which I liked moderately, hockey, which I detested,'or gymnastics, which I 
couldn't do). The only thing I enjoyed was my ballet lessons, which I accepted readily as part 
of my curriculum. On special occasions I would be summoned to the drawing-rooms of the head 
mistress and requested to play the piano. In all the years I was there, I never did discover whether 
this was meant as an honor for good conduct or a punishment for bad behaviour. 


Supper, held at Six o'clock, was a formal affair. There were five or more long tables in the 
dining-room, each headed by a tall, angular teacher and flanked by pupils of every shape and size. 
The food was plain. I shall always remember a dessert delicately referred to as "junket," that 
seemed to be a cross between jelly and salty blanc-mange. 


Boarding-school offered little in the way of amusement, so, in the evenings the students 
would present amateur nights and pantomimes using old costumes and the rocking-horse in the 
nursery. 


There were many children and consequently, many birthdays. Even in wartime the cook 
managed to bake small cakes and sweets, and the teachers saw that every child had a birthday 
oarty, candles and all. 


The "tuck-box" was opened every night after supper. It was a large black box filled with as 
many candies and chocolate bars as rations would allow. In addition, many children received 
delicacies from other parts of the world, such as Canada and the United States, and all these 
goodies were placed in the "tuck-box" also. 


Running a school, even in peace time, is a bit of a chore; but during the war it was harder. 
Yet, without the luxuries of pre-war schools "Cromwell House" managed, with strictness and 
discipline, to train many children, to feed them well and to thus protect them from the insecurity 
of war.

Alberta Plans Her Golden Jubilee 


This year Alberta is undertaking a comprehensive plan for her Golden Jubilee. 

This plan includes the presentation of illuminated scrolls and $50 checks to Alberta citizens 
who were living in Alberta during 1905 and are Alberta residents during 1955, and the presentation 
of engraved silver spoons to all Alberta babies born on September 1, 1955. All couples married 
September 1, 1955 will also receive gifts. 

Rustic arches are to be built on all main highways leading into the province to provide 
permanent entry. 

Two caravans will be purchased by the Alberta Government to carry and exhibit Golden Jubilee 
displays. The caravans, equipped with motion picture projection machines will tour Alberta cities, 
towns and villages from June to September. 

Special Jubilee activities will be arranged for Alberta schools by the Department of Education 
and will be dedicated on the school grounds June 9. 

A Red Deer River Valley Memorial Park is to be established in the Badlands in the vicinity of 
Steveville, the area noted for its relics of the prehistoric past. 

Calgary and Edmonton are each being bequeathed a magnificent $1',500,000 auditorium to 
commemorate the occasion. 

An information display will be erected at the Fort Macleod Tourist Information Bureau. 

The Alberta Government has provided a fund of $100,000 to assist municipalities in the 
organization of local Jubilee celebrations. 

An extensive publicity program will.be undertaken t® advertise and promote the Jubilee which 
will be held throughout 1955 commencing about September 1 with festivities and dedications.
